336, frcm which it appears 
that tho Corporation of Colchester had D o 
integral parts, but only a he a d. It had 
Mayor and commonalty, ccrta'u'j - , but tha' 
commonalty was only the governing povver. 
and did not consist of tho inhabitants of tho 
Borough. 

Wo cannot, however, accept it as an tUioffl 
that the " Chief Justioo, the niajoriiy of the 
House and people," and the Cf lron iclo, ar e 
united in the opinion that the Mayor Bn d 
Council nro not incorporated. It i a perfectly 
clear that the Chief Justice has never | a j<l 
down such judgment. If, however, doubt ex- 
ist as to tho val'dity of the Act f Incorpo- 
ration, why, we psk, are nono bold enough to 
test it by an information in tha nature of 
quo warranto. It is in the p°\ver of any 
stranger to tho Corporation thus i rfl i;c the 
question of tho validity of the Act, if he h 3 s 
a pecuniary interest in proving 'ho nullity of 
the charter, and if thero were one i n the wfioio 
community bold enough to court li ia own 
defeat, the matter would in this manner bo 
easily disposed of. Tho Chief Justico has 
decided against the power of the Mayor a n d 
Council to levy the Trades License; but he has 
rendered no such decision on the rea l estate 
tax, which under the 24th cl a t> se of the Cor- 
poration Act, 1H6'2, the Couucil ar distinctly 
authorized to collect. In our opinion, °nd in 
that of more than two-thirds of tho inhabit- 
ants of the city, the clause in tho rejected 
bill which was intended to confirm, the power 
of the Council to collect that tax wa s as un- 
necessary as would bo an act of the Legisla 
tare allowing us to issue a supplement. And 
until it has been decided that the act is void 
the Mayor and Council come under the defin- 
ition ol a " parliamentary corporation and 
can only be relieved from the responsibilities 
which they entered into towards tho state jn 
their constituting statute, by means of an- 
other act of tin: Legislature repealing the 
acts under which they were olec'ed."— Grant, 
page 307. If it should bo deeiJed that the in' 
habitants of this city are not incorporated, 
«oii constat that for want of e <*<] a necessary 
integral part of the corporation the a ct 
would be void— tho borough of Colchester 
and seven other boroughs had new charter* 
granted to them on account or having, in 
the one inslanco nenr had 'nore than a 
Mayor and Commonalty, and in the other 
cases, because tho iutcgral part [ tho cor 
poration necessary lor tho elocti n of the 
Mayor aud Council had ceased to oxis'. Wo 
do not for one moment hold tha' it is undesir- 
able 10 pass a now Act of Incorporation, but, 
we most unhesitatingly say, that it » not 
proven that the present act is void, and until 
the question is tried on quo warranto or by 
means of a special case, it cannot be affirmed 
by the greatest radisal amongst us who has 
particle of legal or constitutional knowledge, 
with any shadow of truth or reas,„i that w« 
havo no corporation in this city-" Tho legs' 
gentlomun themselves who B o ably arg uc d 
against the power of tho Council to collect 
(be Trades License, will not and do not at- 
tempt to say Hint the coi p oraii on his 110 
legal existence. Taking our stand as wo do, 
upon the broad principle that WQ have a 
Mayor and Council, it would u o beside the 
question lor us to enter into any discussion 
of tho propositions of the writer or the article 
headed "The Position," in yesterday's C/11W- 
tU which are, as matters stood, equally ab- 
surd and untenable.

MISSED ITS MARK. 



Tho pitiable, misguided, seil-confusod, 

self-condemned compact — tho " caucus"-be- 
gotten, ill conceived coalition, has found a 
champion. Our coutcmporary which has 
thus been cajole! into taking up tho cudgels 
for the enemies of order and constitutional 
Government, has, however, ouiy stepped into 
the muddy pool which that cabal has stirred 
up, and after bespattering itself and Ibem 
with mire will retire with confusion into its 
pristine, sate'of insignificance. 1'eisonalities 
are an invariable sigu of a weak causo. Oi 
Saturday morning we dealt with a p blio 
question, and we commented on the public 
nets ol public men. Of the privilege— nay 
the province— of journalists, so to us, there 
cannot be a doubt. We care naught lor 
taunts of resombling tho American or any 
other press ; nor on a question of right, privi- 
lege or duty, do we intend in any way to 
how to, or be logu'aled by, tho opinions ut- 
tered by contemporaries or maudlin coniri 
butors The debate on the Legalization Bill 
— did wo say debate ! — we bag Lyourgus & 
Co.'s pardon; we mean tho one act larce enact- 
ed in the House on Friday last involved n 
measure of paramount public import. Re- 
gardless of the inlciests of their constituents 
and tho general public, a political clique, 
supported alone by tho muddled views of 
some half dozsu factious outsiders, seized the 
opportunity to raise n political cry. Instead 
ol looking at measures they regarded men, and 
appeared to make this a test question of the 
popularity of Messrs. Young and Cary. No 
arguments were advanced lor tho opposition 
— thoy did not corno there lor that purpose. 
The whole Combination had been hatched 
and matured beforehand. Some old woman 
bad told them to burke Mr. Young's bill und 
.Mr. Young's bill was aouordingly burked. 
Bach member of this august conclave had 
swnrn to net upon the motto " Sic volo, sic 
jubeo" .to. IIo willed, he commanded und 
his pleasure was allowed to stand for his rea- 
.vm. Could any body ol quasi politicians 
have rendered themselves more open to crit- 
icism and censure / It matters not now that 
they are heartily ashamed of ihs insignificant 
game they have been playing. They havo 
entered tho ring and must expect a few 
knock-down b!o ivs. 

But, casting aside altogether tho merits of 
the question, our contemporary pursues a 
chimera. Amor De Cosmos, Esq., M. P., 
has resumed his sway over tho Colonist — 
has usod oar columns lo abuse his colleagues 
— none but ho could pen an article so fruit- 
ful in " acrid personalities" — none but ho 
would " rouse feelings of repugnance and dis- 
gust amongst the reading community" by in- 
dulging in such complimentary •' nicknames" 
as chivalric, gallant Tester, talented Street, 
us/ii/c Trimble, cautious Powell, mercurial 
Dennes, and lastly summing the whole com- 
pound of senatorial wis lorn under the Matter- 
ing title ol Lycur ; /ui, Solon If Co, Well 
may we exoluitu, in ttie language of tho Hea- 
then poet, •' W hat forbids a man to convey 
the truth laughingly i" For the benefit of 
the cabal organ let us simply state that wo 
are not in the remotest degree under the 
"Watch Tower'' influence. In fact as Mr. 
DeOosmos' name has been promineotly usod, 
wo will go farther and say that that gentle- 
man since i-etirii g from lbs proprietorship of 
this paper, ba?|uever sent us a contribution of 
any nurt for publication, nor, to his credit be it 
said, has ho ever ottered a single hint or sug- 
gestion upon anything that has appeared in 
our columns. The second city member was 
in favor ol the bill being referred to a se- 
leot committee, whereas we gave it ns our 
opinion "that it was immaterial whether per- 
mission to collect t ho defaulting taxes be in 
ono bill or two." We are quite prepared lo 
assume the entire responsibility of ull we have 
written. Furthermore we can comfort our 
contemporary with the assurance that we are 
a very long way removed from the close of 
our career, and that we have more than sufli- 
cient vitality in u.i to combat its feeble bab- 
bling on behalf of an ill advised fnction. The 
attempt to nuiko capital out of the assumed 
authorship ol our leader of Saturday has, 
from its trims paraney, been a signal failure 
The people have seen and passed judgment 
upon it. They have also formed their conclu- 
sions upon the course pursued by somo ol 
their representatives, and tho next general 
election will show Messrs. Tumble, Foster, 
Powell, Street, Dennes. Duncan, Hayley, 
Carswell k Co., how far their constituents 
will thank them lor the course they have 
thought proper lo pursue. Let it not be uu^ 
derstood that we entirely uphold the bill ns 
introduced by Mr. Young; it is open to objec- 
tion on some points, but those could havo 
been easily rectified in committee had the 
Homo thought lit to send it there, and the 
city government would have proceeded on 
without interruption. But the opposition 
would prefer seeiug our civio all'airs in a 
state of chaotic confusion for some 
tiuio to cotno, and as u means to un 
eud they havo so fur succeeded. 

IkjOSTICE. — Th Chronicle in its very "per- 
sonal" ur'icle of yesterday, accuses Mr. De 
Cosiius of advocating "such crotchets as pro- 
tective duties" in the House. No ono knows 
better than our contemporary how malicious 
and totally untrue this allegation i8. Turn- 
ing back to the Chronicle' .1 own report of tho 
proceedings of the House, we find Mr. Do 
Cosmos moving "That this House is favorable 
to a union of Vancouver Island and British 
Columbia, provided that an Act of union can 
be framed which will not endanger our Free 
Port. A gain, on the Reciprocity question late- 
ly before t he House, we find bim offering tho 
following resolution: — "Resolved, that on the 
opinion of this House a treaty establishing 
unrestricted commerce with the United States 
of America would be mutually advantageous?) 
Yet the Chromdc deliberately gives ihe lie to 
its own reports by accusing Mr. DoCosmos of 
advocating "protective duties!" .So lung as 
tho Chronicle is tinder its present manage- 
ment Mr. DeCosmos need expect neither 
truth nor justice in his treatment by that 
journal, uud it is perhaps fortunate for that 
gentleman that the public are so well aware 
of the motives which influence its conduc- 
tors in their reprehansiblc conduct.

IMPORTANT TO AMERICAN 
COASTERS, 

Tho following letter has been handed to U3 
by Allen Francis, Esq, U. S. Consul at this 
port, and a3 its contents are of interest to 
masters of American coasting craft plying 
betweeu Pugct Sound and these colonies, wo 
publish it in full for their benefit : 

Custom IIousk, j 
To t Angelos, Jiin. 6th, 1864. ( 

Sin: — Please give notice thut the revenue 
laws forbid any except registered vessels go- 
ing to a foreign port. They also forbid ves- 
sels' under thirty tons importing merchandise 
subject to duty. There is no restriction upon 
registered vessols under thirty tons as to ex- 
porting. They are simply forbidden to im- 
port, under penalty of forfeiture of vessel and 
cargo. 

Shippers should know these requiromen's, 
so ns not to endanger their merchandise upon 
vessels not qualified by law to carry it. 

From this dato I shall euloreo tho law as 
to the above particulars. This notico is 
given, bacausa under my predecessor unreg- 
istered vessels wore allowed to trade at Vic- 
toria, and all vessels were allowed to import. 
At the commencement of my administration 
also — attention not being called lo tho sub- 
ject — the same vessels continued to trade as 
aforetime. Since learning tho facts, 1 hasten 
to correct the wrong.

Editor British Colonist — Sir : — Not 
withstanding the obvious fact that your views 
und mine on tho Corporation question are as 
far asunder as the poles,! givo you credit 
for PufDcioat magnanimity to open your col- 
umns even to a politic: I opponent, ami hence 
I venture to address you again on the all- 
absorbing topic of the day. 

Tho lailuru of the ill-advised effort to in- 
duce the Legislature to patch up that most 
unworkmanlike job of legislation, tho "In- 
corporation Act," instead of evoking anath- 
emas on the heads of thu members who 
so effectually disposed ofjit on Friday's ses- 
s'ou should, in my humble opinion, ruise them 
immensely in tho estimation of their con- 
stituents, and at the same time excite a smile 
of pity for the misguided minority who bad 
the hardihood to suppose that tho Ilour.o of 
Assembly could be induced to lend itself to 
any scheme, however well concealed, uiming 
directly or indirectly to bring the Supremo 
Court of the Colony into contempt ; and that 
such was one, at least, of the objects of the 
defeated Hill, nojone who has read its pre- 
amble, can ullcct to doubt. 

To an uncoiiconcerned " looker-on iu Vi- 
enna,'' who has no personal feelings to sub- 
serve, no political " axes to grind," tho dis- 
cussion ou tho Corporation question has 
proved very entertaining, if not instructive. 
But,\vhat is sport to him may be no pko to 
the Parties ac ually concerned ; and there- 
fore having the highest ps-rsonal respect for 
tho worthy gentleman, who, by no fault 
of his own is placed in tho somcfthat anomal- 
ous position of a usnr| er of the civic chair, I 
trust that the same gentlemen who refused to 
be bullied into passing a hasty and ill-drawn 
measure the other evening (and in doing so 
manfully braved the wrath ol nn incensed 
Government otl'nial) will lose no time in 
passing a legal I'M of Indemnity lor the 
Mayor and other members of tho ci-devant 
Council (past and present) which has not yet 
been done, as I should hardly suppose that 
any ono would claim that tho bill passed 
as such, beforo tho recess, is a properly- 
drawn legal instrument, or would have aoy 
validity if relied on iu a court of Haw. 

Tho attempt to mix up personalities in this 
question and to convey the impression that 
to dispute tho validity of tha Incorporation 
Act, and as a consequence, tho proceedings 
of the officers elected under it, is to cast a 
persunal reflection upon those officers, nnd 
oven, ua a-sertod by some over- zealous par- 
tizans, to impuguo their official integrity, 
would be beneath notice, wero it not calcula- 
ted to distract public attention from the real 
question at issue. That question I take to 
have been, not whother Mr. Harris und the 
late and present Council havo or bare not 
faithfully discharged their official duties, but 
whether the law under which thoy acted was 
sufficient to constitute them a lawful corpora- 
tion, and to clothe them with certain powers, 
such as the collection und disbursemei.t of o 
municipal revenue, &c, &o. 

Public opinion is divided on this question, 
but I believe the majority of the well-informed 
and the legal profession ( with one or two 
exceptions, amongst which, of course, is the 
author of the biii,) are agreod that the objec- 
tions to its sufficiency ure well taken ; the 
highest legal tribunal in tho colony has pro- 
nounced its judgment to the same effect, nnd 
tho Legislature has by its recent action 
proved its conviction that the act wus fatally 
defective, and required not simply amend- 
ment but total renovation. The question 
then being in reality finally settled, all par- 
dec inaiead of abusing each other, should co- 
aleseo to devise, first, a good and sullicient 
Indemnity Bill for the innocent otlicials who 
have unwittingly subjected themselves to 
possibly troublesome and expensive litigation, 
und secondly, such nn Incorporation Act as, 
even if Lot perfect for all timo, shall bo suf- 
tioientjdor the time being, and at all ovonts 
shall not carry absurdity on its face. 

Among the arguments or rather assertions 
of tho advocates of tho existing Incorpora- 
tion A' t (including the inscrutable "Scrntor" 
in Thursday's Chronicle, of whom mora 
nnon, and even the senior member'for the 
oily.) I have noticed one that certainly de- 
serves the classic epithets that havo become 
parliamentary in tho mouths of honorable 
members of parliament and city council dur- 
this controversy, such as "bosh, balderdash, 
and clap trap." I allude to the oft repented 
assertion that any bill, no matter how glar- 
ing its absurdity nor how inoperative and im- 
praetieible its [r. visions, if it receive tho as- 
sent of threo estates cf the realm, at oi.co be- 
comes (as it is termed) " a constitutional 
law," and may not ho disputed nor subjected 
lo tho the lest of judicial enquiry I How 
ptich an absurd doctrine can havo arisen nnd 
for ono moment be gravely maintained by any 
Englishman endowed with common sense, I 
cannot understand, as the most castinl inspec- 
tion of tho law reports would allord exam- 
ples without number, of cases in which acts 
of parliament have been successfully resisted 
in tho courts as invalid or unconstitutional. 
And, by way of illustration, let qs suppose a 
case— to wit — Suppposo an act of parlia- 
ment directly subverting any of the vital 
prir.cphs of Magna Charta or tho Bill of 
Uights should pass, and receive tho royal 
sanction, will tho honorable senior member 
for Victoria " or any other man" convince 
mo that validity or unconstitutionality 
may not bo tested in Ilnr Majesty's Courts of 
Law, and that the judges, unawed by the 
usurpation of royal or parliamentary prcrog- 
i.tivc or power, would hesitato to pass judg- 
ment upon it, without fear or favor. Such 
a doctriuo may hold good in an absolute 
monarchy, but in constitutional England, to 
attempt its enforcement would bo itself tan- 
tamount to a revolution — or, nt nil ovonts, 
produce oue. Tha erudite " Scrutor," (in 
Thursday's Chronicle) in a sort of law lec- 
ture which, by a strange misnomer, ho de- 
nominated " a plea for tho Corporation," en- 
larges on this doctriuo very lucidly, as woll 
ns on other matters, but unhappily for ma, 
I presume I must confound myself with tho 
proscribed body of " astute lawyers," for al- 
thmgh I waded through through tho pica 
with commendable patience, I really could 
not, for the life of me, make out his non-de 
plume of '• Sorutor." 1 was fain to conclude 
that it was a typographical error— a mis- 
print for the noun " scruta," and which 
certainly would boa most appropriate signa- 
tnro to hisjluoubrationa. I would respectful- 
ly offer a mild suggestion to " Scrutor," that 
as " a little learning is a dangerous thing, he 
should henceforth select a norr. de plume from 
some language with which ho is better ac- 
quainted than that of ancient Rome, and at 
tho same timo try to write plain, common 
senso, in intelligiblo English, which he cer- 
tainly has not done in the urticlu rofcrrod to. 
I suppose lie will soon have an opportunity 
of malting tho effort, as ho told U3 there 
were yet many points that ho wished to touch 
upon, and I trust lie will not disappoint us 
because — " non tetijit, quod non ornnvit!''

An Egyptian Railway.— The railway 
from Alexandria to Cairo, a hundred and 
thirty miles long, is admirably conducted. 
We were seven hours on the journey, includ- 
ing a stoppage of half an hour til Kafrael 
Aesh fur lunch, and a good one it was, though 
the handbook warned us against il, and cer- 
tainly the price, live shillings, is dear. Thero 
ure several railways branching from tho chief 
line, thirty or lorly miles iu extent. Tor 
their construction, the Sheikhs of the adjoin- 
ing villages aro required to find laborers for a 
mouth. No other pay is given to the poor 
men than two cakes of bread a day. iu a 
tint country like the Delta, railways aro laid 
down at a alight expense; and aartainly, they 
are increasing rapidly the prosperity of the 
oauutry. Hut the Pacha is blamed fir not 
charging less for merchandise, which would 
be less injured than it is when scut by wu- 
ter. The railway from Alexandria to Cairo 
pays very woll since tho Arabs have taken to 
travelling; and the third class, it is said, pays 
better than the lirst. 1 saw several carriages 
full of tnird class passengers, und 1 think 
ihey must have been returning from their 
forced labor on other lines, Ihev were so joy- 
ous. Many of the Arabs are now very rich; 
but strange to say, tempting as the rate of in- 
terest is, they do not hold a single treasury 
bond. The Pacha says ho supposes they 
have no confidence in him. It is thought, U9 
has ever been tho case with Arabs of every 
age, that they bury their gold, us bullion 
flows into tho country and yet it is always 
scarce. 1 have heard id iuslances ol 
rich men ir, thu village hiding 
their own treasures nud borrowing 
money from Jews, that thoy may show the 
bonds to the Turks, to prove their poverty 
and escape extortions, Women aro often 
seen with wretched garments, and ornaments 
of gold of great value. The ride through the 
Delta is very interesting. In many places 
the inundation of tho Nile had not subsided, 
nnd the villages, with their groves of palm, 
wore like little islands. The richness and 
fertility of the country astonish a Europoan ; 
und the different caravans and groups of 
peasants on camels, horses, donkeys, and on 
foot was very picturesque. Numbers wero 
working in the fields ; all appeared active 
and industrious, the secret being thut they 
wero not working for the P.telin as in the 
timo of Mohammed Ali, Said Pacha leav- 
ing them something, though not much, lor 
themselves. There was far less appearance 
of poverty than in former times, the excep- 
tions to the general prosperty being a few old 
men too old to work, but busy enough, wo 
observed, attempting to rid themselves ol 
their vermin. About half way from Alex- 
andria, across tho Damiolta branch of the 
Nile, is nn admirable iron bridge, suspended 
on clustered stone columns, with the appro- 
priate papyrus capital. The Pacha was so 
pleased with this work that he edivo tho ar- 
chitect who superintended its execution £10,- 
000. Tho railway is the property of the 
Pacha, und it is said, when he uses it, he ex- 
ercises tiie privilege ol doing what lie likes 
with his own — stopping it to lunch, sleep, or 
pray, or for any other purpose. As might 
have been expected, ho was run into by an- 
other train, and had a narrow escape- — llos- 
kin's Winter in Egypt.
